Dear Mr. CoMMISSIONER: 


On December 19, 1975, the Chairman, Committee for the Imple- 
mentation of Textile Agreements, directed you to prohibit entry of 
cotton and man-made fiber textile products in certain specified 
categories, produced or manufactured in the Republic of China and 
exported to the United States during the agreement year which 
began on January 1, 1975, in excess of designated levels of restraint. 
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The Chairman further advised you that the levels of restraint are 
subject to adjustment.’ 

Under the terms of the Arrangement Regarding International 
Trade in Textiles done at Geneva on December 20, 1973, pursuant to 
paragraphs 6 and 8(a) (i) of the Bilateral Cotton, Wool and Man-Made 
Fiber Textile Agreement of May 21, 1975, as amended, between the 
Governments of the United States and the Republic of China, and 
in accordance with the provisions of Executive Order 11651 of March 3, 
1972, you are directed to amend, effective on July 20, 1976, the levels 
of restraint established in the directive of December 19, 1975 for cotton 
textile products in Categories 9/10, 18/19, 22/23, 43/62(pt.), 45/46/47, 
48, 49, 50/51, and 60 and man-made fiber textile products in Cate- 
gories 213, 219, 221, 222, 224 and 234/235 to the following amounts:
